A very old plot is worked out in an entire- 
ly new way in "The King's Men, a Tale of 
To-morrow," or more properly a tale of the 
next century, when England is supposed to be 
a Republic and the conspiracies against the 
stability of the state are created and fostered 
by the Royalists. The authors of the work are 
four in number, all writers of ability and among 
those best known to the novel-reading public. 
They are Robert Grant, John Boyle O'Reilly, J. 
S. of Dale, and John T. Wheelwright, and it 
would be singular indeed if such a combination 
should fail to produce an interesting and an 
exciting tale. Love, revenge, and patriotism 
are mingled in such a way as to make the most 
that there is in these passions of the mind. 
The picture of President Bagshaw of England 
is not a flattering one, that of King George the 
Fifth is a very fair perpetuation of the line of 
Georges, while the professional beauty finds a 
most entertaining personnel in Mrs. Carey. Mr. 
Jawkins, whose profession it is to provide 
counts, dukes, and similar antiques for parties 
and receptions, "encouraging retiring talent," 
as he terms it, is an excellent character. The 
book is one of the best satires of the season.

Lucia Hugh and Another. — Mrs. J. H. 
Nudel. (Harper Brothers.)— It would be too 
much to say that the author of this book has 
no talent, but we do say that she has no talent 
for novel writing, and upon the whole we are 
not sorry, because if she had, her insensibility 
to moral distinctions might be dangerous. If 
the book has any purpose it seems to be to 
show the propriety of a wife, under certain 
conditions having a lover, who in turn alienates 
her affections from her husband, and breaks up 
her home ; but so vague is her character draw- 
ing, we have gone half way through the story 
before we find out whether she wishes us to 
love or detest her hero — who is a sort of mix- 
ture of Werther, Daniel Deronda, and Richard 
the Third — who certainly came into the world 
of fiction "scarce half made up," and whose 
tragic end at the fire affects us no more than if 
a doll had fallen from the fourth story window 
of a blazing hotel.
